Anaheim Citrus Leader 
Says Governmental 
Regulations Good 

RAPS OLD PROGRAM 

L. A. Citrus Hearing on 
Market Agreements 
Still in Session 


Committee Appointed to 
Help Keep U. S. Money 
Granted for Project 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 10. UP)— 
Dr. D. D. Waynick, director of 
the Anaheim and Central Orange 
county citrus fruit exchanges, 
testified today at a hearing on a 
proposed order for the govern¬ 
ment regulation of California and 
Arizona oranges and grapefruit, 
in favor of such regulation. 

Dr. Waynick, chairman of the 
joint farm bureau stabilization 
committee which was responsible 
for the drafting and signing of 
the voluntary Valencia marketing 
agreement in 1933, said: 

“This agreement of 1933 under 
which 92 per cent of the Valencia 
orange crop of that year was mar¬ 
keted, was the immediate prede¬ 
cessor of the Califomia-Arizona 
citrus marketing agreement. In 
substance and in major position 
the present agreement is very 
much the same as that voluntary 
agreement. 

“In June, 1933, the independent 
group holding not to exceed 10 
per cent of the Valencia orange 
crop, actually shipped as much as 
27.4 per cent of the total number 
of cars of oranges during the 
week of June 17 of that year. 
On the other hand, in the week 
ending Nov. 7, the independent 
group shipped only 1.9 per cent 
of the crop while the stabiliza¬ 
tion group was still shipping a 
greater total number of cars as 
they did the week of June 27. 

‘Greater Inequity’ 

“I believe that these figures il¬ 
lustrate better than any statement 
which can be made how difficult 
or even impossible it is for any 
group of shippers even though 
they control 90 per cent of the 
Valencia orange crop, to regulate 
shipments in an effective way 
without the cooperation of the 
shippers controlling the remaining 
10 per cent of the crop. 

"A greater inequity would un¬ 
doubtedly develop if the Califor- 
nia-Arizona agreement should be 
discontinued.’’ 

The first real flare-up of oppo¬ 
sition to the AAA regulation plan 
came during the morning session. 

This occurred while R. H. Wilk- 
erson, vice president of the Cali¬ 
fornia Fruit Growers exchange, 
was reading a statement in sup¬ 
port of shipment regulations. Mr. 
Wilkinson remarked that in the 
past persons seeking to limit ship¬ 
ments had been made to feel as 
though they “were in the shadow 
of the penitentiary." This was 
due to the Sherman anti-trust 
laws 

Robert B. Agios, representing 
a number of groups of Independ¬ 
ent shippers and growers, 
sprang up with an objection on 
the grounds that Mr. Wilkin-

During the discussion Mr. Wal¬ 
lop demanded to know why he 
had not been invited to certain 
conferences attended by other 
board members during the cam¬ 
paign. Mr. Mauerhan got to his 
feet. 

"You know why you weren't 
there," he said. 

“Why, no I don’t,” said Mr. 
Wallop. 

“Well, I'll tell you why. You 
opposed the bonds all along!" 

“I did not oppose them after 
the water companies and the su¬ 
pervisors signed the four-point 
agreement," Mr. Wallop shot back. 

At this point hot words were 
exchanged. 

A silence fell over the men in 
the room. They shifted in their 
chairs. Then Chairman Willis 
Warner said: 

"I think we’d better leave per¬ 
sonalities out of our meeting and 
get down to business."

BOSTON, Oct. 10. UP)—Quick 
action by John Roosevelt, the 
President’s youngest son, pre¬ 
vented serious injury to him and 
his brother, James, when his car 
crashed through a crossing gate 
and collided with an electric train. 

James was unhurt. John's left 
shoulder was bruised; his road¬ 
ster was badly damaged. 

The two sons of the President 
were riding in the roadster en 
route to the East Boston airport 
last night. John was driving, po¬ 
lice said. 

As the car neared a crossing of 
the Boston, Revere Beach and 
Lynn Railroad, the gates were 
dropped for a Boston-bound train. 

The Roosevelt car splintered one 
gate, but John swerved to the 
right, bringing his car parallel to 
the train and heading in the same 
direction. 

Simultaneously, William J. Nor¬ 
ton, operator of the train, jammed 
on the brakes. As the train and 
car collided the front steps of the 
first railroad car were torn off. 

The train, continuing in motion, 
caught the car on the rear steps. 
When the train stopped, the road¬ 
ster was wedged between it and a 
post. The car's engine was 
smashed: the left side was a mass 
of wrinkled steel. 

Both brothers said they were 
going about 15 or 20 miles an 
hour when the accident occurred 
and witnesses corroborated their 
statements. 


W. Vernon Thompson, Costa 
Mesa service station operator, had 
the ride of his life yesterday. He 
was forced by a bandit at the 
point of a gun to enter a car after 
the bandit had first rifled the 
service station cash register of 
approximately $6, and driven over 
back roads to a point near Stan¬ 
ton, where he was released.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10. UP)—

ROCHESTER, N. Y„ Oct 10 
UP) Mystery surrounded today 
the slaying of Muriel Hall, pret¬ 
ty 18-year-old high school girl, 
who was strangled to death in 
the living room of her home in 
a fashionable residential district. 

With only the unmistakable 
mark of a fingernail on her slen¬ 
der neck and an unlatched door 
as clues, police were questioning 
friends and schoolmates of the girl 
in the hope that they might find 
some motive for the slaying. 

Found By Father 

The girl was found dead by her 
foster father, Leonard I. Hall, 
manufacturing company executive, 
when he returned home early last 
evening. 

She wore the same light brown 
dress in which she had returned 
from school only two hours be¬ 
fore. No sign of a struggle was 
apparent in the four-room apart¬ 
ment which Mr. Hall and the girl 
occupied. 

Performs Autopsy 

Coroner David H. Atwater per¬ 
formed an autopsy. 

"Death by strangulation at 
the hands of a person or per¬ 
sons unknown,” was his verdict. 

Police who at first believed the 
girl had committed suicide or 
died a natural death launched a 
search for the slayer. 

Muriel was enrolled at East 
High school here and, so far as 
police led by Chief Henry T. Co¬ 
penhagen could learn, she had 
few friends and no enemies. 


The Orange county water dis¬ 
trict had dropped, for the present, 
its plan to build concrete dykes 
along the banks of the Santa Ana 
river. This protection work had 
been proposed as a means of keep¬ 
ing the river within its channel. 

At a meeting of the district 
board of directors yesterday after¬ 
noon in the office of C. A. Palmer, 
secretary, Mr. Palmer reported 
that an application for Public 
Works administration aid for the 
project had been turned down be¬ 
cause the $50,000 cost is too high.

In case another general program 
for flood control and water con¬ 
servation develops, the spreading 
project will be held up until that 
issue is decided. 

A bill for $278.37 for the serv¬ 
ices of Paul Bailey, consulting en¬ 
gineer for the district, was pre¬ 
sented. Mr. Bailey’s services were 
rendered for 12 days in making 
plans for the proposed bank pro¬ 
tection work. A bill for $199.96, 
his services and expenses to and 
from Sacramento last June in con¬ 
nection with the amendment to 
the water district act, was pre¬ 
sented. This amendment, which 
broadened the powers of the dis¬ 
trict, was passed. The board de¬ 
cided to ask Mr. Bailey for blue¬ 
prints of the river bank protection 
plans before allowing the Bills.

project if federal funds are re¬ 
tained for any type of flood con¬ 
trol work. 

Committees are already at work 
in a strenuous effort to have the 
federal allocation "earmarked" for 
county program and to devise 
some method of producing the re¬ 
quired county finances. Hamilton 
H. Cotton, Orange county demo¬ 
cratic leader, has suggested that 
retention of the money is possible 
for use in constructing a dam on 
the upper Prado site and also sug¬ 
gested that the county’s share be 
secured through a direct tax.

The Merry-Go-Round 


NO PLACE FOR AGITATORS 

T HE BEST contribution which can be made to business 
recovery is a truce between industry and labor. 
While governmental agencies are striving to restore 
prosperity, agitators in many parts of the country are 
delaying the program. It seems that in our own state San 
Francisco is the focal point of dissension, and promoted 
by an alien, Briggs, who was responsible for the former 
disturbance, which grew so alarming that it became 
necessary to call out the state militia. 

There isn’t any element so important to the return of 
better times than employment. Work and wages are in¬ 
separable to our national contentment. Very few men 
welcome labor trouble. Most of them are content and 
want to work. Those who project discontent into the 
ranks of labor are usually transient, lack the local view¬ 
point, and have nothing to lose while the men at home 
bear the brunt of the strike. 

If a business is not prosperous it ceases to operate. 
When it closes its doors men are idle. It is the duty of the 
workmen to contribute their part to build merchandise 
and character so the firm can sell its goods. The obliga¬ 
tion of the employer is to return to the laborer a fair wage 
for his services. Under this arrangement the transaction 
is mutual, and in most cases can be reached if agitators 
of the Briggs type keep out of the argument.

But out 
of her total of 2800 planes, only 
about 1000 are modem and of any 
real military value. 

On the other hand, the Germans, 
who were held back by the Ver¬ 
sailles treaty, have been building 
the most modem and up-to-date 
fighting planes in the world. The 
German force, despite its size, is 
effectively superior to the French. 

The same is true of German 
tanks. At the recent German 
maneuvers in Nuremberg, new 
Nazi tanks came bowling across 
a rough terrain at 60 miles an 
hour.
